P cation of the prosperity that exists, but it is not always 
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conclusive proof that such prosperity 
includes all classes of the population. 

The Department of Commerce has just announced per 
capita wealth figures for this country and for the other 
prominent European nations. These statistics show that 
the individual income in this country or perhaps we 
should say was, in 1924, $685. In comparison with this 
average “take,” the per capita income in Great Britain was 
$430, in France it was $225, in Germany it was $210, in Italy 
$105, in Belgium $170, in Sweden $240, in Canada $270, in 
Australia $355 and in Japan $45.

These figures demonstrate what was already pretty 


well established, that the United States is the wealthiest | 
country in the world. They do not necessarily indicate that} 
the average man in the country is much more prosperous | 
than the average man in, for instance, Great Britain.

One of the most convincing proofs that the high 
national income in the United States is well distributed 
is to be found in the registration of motor cars. The 
number of persons making income tax returns in this 
country is in round numbers 7,000,000. The number of 
motor cars registered is over 20,000,000.

It follows that 
there must be a very large class enjoying an income 
somewhere just under the $1,000 minimum in order to 
be able to support any sort of a motor vehicle.

If one does not be- 
lieve there is a demand for a wreck- 
ing service, it is stated that a garage 
in Omaha, and not in a city either, 
has an authentic record of bringing 
in 8,400 disabled and wrecked cars 
last year. And this garage em- 
ploys twenty-five mechanics, who 
get work all the year around! That’s 
what a real wrecking service 
amounts to. 

Not only do some dealers be- 
lieve an old passenger car makes 
a suitable wrecker but they per- 
mit the service manager to experi- 
ment in building cranes, hoists, 
etc. I have seen more than fifty- 
seven varieties of cranes con- 
structed from wood joists to angle 
iron. Quite ingenious were some

The new law also requires that 
the county auditor check up on each 
applicant and insist that the mini- 
mum load capacity on the applica- 
tion be not less than the manufac- 
turer’s rated capacity of the vehicle.
